statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claims 1 and 2-3, the prior art of record does not disclose applicant's 
claimed product (interposer) particularly characterized by a layer of elastic dielectric 
material having an array of copper plated vias filled with solder, wherein the vias are 
similarly sloped (i.e. angled such as in Fig. 3), and the layer has a uniform array of holes 
arranged so as to further facilitate uniform compliance (such as exemplified by Fig. 2). 

Regarding claims 5-6 and 10-13, the prior art of record does not disclose 
applicant's claimed product (electronic package) particularly characterized by a flexible 
layer of dielectric material having an array of metal plated vias, each via being formed 
by two segments sloped to meet internal to surfaces of the flexible layer of dielectric to 
form a V-shaped metal plated via (as exemplified by Fig. 4) with a uniform array of holes 
(such as in Fig. 2).
